Document 3 (paragraph [0012]) indicates a 
configuration wherein scratches for unsealing are formed 
over the entire sheet surface; therefore, a person skilled 
in the art could easily form the linear scratches that are 
disclosed in document 1 over the entire sheet. 

The size and spacing of the recesses and projections 
can be set as desired; therefore, a person skilled in the 
! art could easily configure the items that are set forth in 

claims 3-5. 

It is common practice to use a porous film as the

Document 3 (paragraph [0016] ) indicates that it is 
possible for the film to be a laminated film; therefore, a 
person skilled in the art could easily configure the 
invention that is set forth in claims 7 and 8. 



Claims 13-15, 20, 21, 40-42, 47 and 48 

The invention set forth in claims 9 and 13-15 does 
not involve an inventive step in the light of document 1 
and document 3 (paragraph [0012] ) cited in the 
international search report, and newly cited document 2. 
Document 3 (paragraph [0012] ) indicates a configuration 
wherein scratches for unsealing are formed over the entire 
sheet surface; therefore, a person skilled in the art 
could easily form the linear scratches that are disclosed 
in document 1 over the entire sheet. 

The feature of deforming by applying pressure via a 
stream of air is disclosed in newly cited document 2 
(claims) ; therefore, a person skilled in the art could 
easily configure the inventions that are set forth in 
claims 13-15 and 40-42. 

The film tension and running speed values that are 
specified in claims 20, 21, 47 and 48 fall within 
conventional ranges, and a person skilled in the art could 
select these values as necessary according to the desired 
type of film, production conditions and the like. 
Therefore, a person skilled in the art could easily 
configure the inventions that are set forth in claims 20, 
21, 47 and 48 in the light of the abovementioned 
documents . 

Claims 10-12, 16-19, 22-35, 37-39, 43-46 and 49-62 

The inventions that are set forth in claims 10-12, 
16-19, 22-35, 37-39, 43-46 and 49-62 are not disclosed in 
either the documents that are cited in the international 
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search report or the newly cited documents. Furthermore, 
the feature of "using rolls and plates that have a 
plurality of hard fine particles upon the surfaces thereof 
as the means to form linear [scratches] when producing a 
linearly easy-to-rupture thermoplastic resin film," the 
feature of using a "brush that slides over the film as a 
means for pressing upon the film when producing a linearly 
easy-to-rupture thermoplastic resin f ilm f " and the feature 
of "forming linear scratches in the travelling direction 
of the film when producing a linearly easy-to-rupture 
thermoplastic resin film" are not obvious to a person 
skilled in the art. 
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
